LONDON, Aug. 15—-This was a na- 
tional registry day throughout the 
United Kingdom, ‘Every person be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 66 was ask- 
ed to fill out a form giving age, oc- 
cupation and ability to do work use- 
ful to the state. The forms, distri- 
buted yesterday, will be collected to- 
morrow and the.govyernment will be 
in possession of complete  informa- 
tion as to the jabor resources of the 
country and the number of men av- 
ailable for military service, The en- 
umerators had been = suppiied with 
pink forms upon which to fill in par- 
ticulars regarding those capable of 
military service for the use of the war 
department so they can be called upon 
immediately in case of need, 

The enumeration caused remark- 
able scenes in all parts of the coun- 
try. Many young men, Yelieving the 
registry means the inauguration of 
ccmpulsory service) and that men 
joining the army hereafter will be 
considered conscripts instead of yol- 
unteers. went to the recruiting offi- 
ces which were kept open all day in 
some towns, to offer their service, On 
the other hand «a number of young 
Irishmen wotking in Edgland, Scot- 
land and Wales returned to Ireland, 
to some counties of which the regis- 
tration regulation did not apply. 

The departure of a party of these 
Irishmen from the Clyde was marked 
by a noisy demonstration, <A crowd 
gethered at Greerock harbor, jostled 
the, prospective passengers and greet- 
ed them with cries of “Cowards."" In 
Glasgow, particularly, a large mum- 
ber of young men hastened their mar- 
riages so they could beincluded am- 
ong those listed as married in the 
national register. 

Simultaneously with the Inaugura- 
tion of the national register. the na- 
tional service league fesued a mani- 
festo calling a series of public meet- 
ings throughout the country at which 
every fit man will be urged to offer 
his services to the country, and reso- 
lutions will be passed calling upon 
government “To place the nation un- 
der orders.”

Raid Made on Harwich Says Ber- 
lin Report—Claims Air Ships 
Returned Safely

BERLIN, Aug, 15.—By wireless 
Sayville—4The German admiralty in 
an. official statement announces that 
German naval airships renewed 
their attacks aginst the English east 
coust on the night of August 12-13. 
The military establishments at Har- 
wich, the statement says, were suc- 
cessfully bombarded and all the air- 
ships, although shelled = by hostile 
batteries, returned safely. 


The British official statement an 
nouncing the German airship raid on 


England said two Zeppelins visited | 
the east coast between 9:30 pom, and} 
11:45 pom, on August 12, dropping 
incendiary and explosive bombs in} 
“various places.’ * 

The missiles exploding killed 
four men and two women, injured 
eleven women and nine children, all 
civillans, and seriously damaged 14

Harwich, mentioned in the Berlin 
report as having been bombarded, is 
a seaport in the county of Essex and 
has a good hambor. It is defended by 
a masked redoubt, a strong fort and 
battery. This was the third attack 
made by German aircraft on far- 
wich, On July 8 the fort was at- 
tacked by Genman = aeroplanes, and 
on the night of June 4-5 a Zeppelin 
visited Harwich and the east coast, 
killing five persons 
forty.
